In the morning he got 
oul of bed snortly betore eight o'clock, 
spose to her and played for a few 
minutes with the children, «te then 
went to the bathroom, and a few sec- 
ones later a shot was heard Mrs 
Wissen at onee rushea to the bath- 
oom, but could not open the door 
more than a few inches owing to the 
vact that tae deceased had fallen be- 
hind it She opened it lar enouga, 
nowever ,to see her husvand gasping, 
and blood pouring from a wound in 
nis breast The sight stunned her, 
and’ she fell back in a faint. The eld- 
st child, a boy aged fifteen, rushed 
to the next door and phoned for Dr. 
M1 Is. When the medical man ar- 
rived the bathroom door had to be 
shen off its ninges before he could 
#et in to see Wilson Life was exUnct 
when the entrance was effected, 

Mrs. Wilson is almost distracted 
over the tragedy. She still élings to 
il belief that the shooting Was an 
vceident, for she states the .22 calibre 
ine from which the shot was fired 
was ulways kept in the bathroom. 

Wilson was very well-known in the 
city, having lived here for ten years. 
ite came from Napanee, Ont, where 
several of his relations now reside. He 
nas four children, the oldest being 
fifteen years of age. For some years 
he was a bookkeeper in the Somer- 
vile hardware store, and when that 
‘iim removed to their present site, he 
was one of three who established the 
worthern Hardware vo. He had been 
1 member of the Presbyterian church 
ver since he came to the city, and it 
was very seldom that he missed a ser- 
vice there. 

The body was taken to the under- 
taking parlors of Connelly and Me- 
Sinley ,where an inquest will probably 
ve held.
